When 
finally the message arrived that the Hindenburg had safely com- 
pleted her tas the public broke out {nto checring, cafe orchestras 
striking up “Deutschland uber Alles.” 
~ It is 36 years since the Count von Zeppelin made hig first 
flight in a dirigible, since which time the practical utility of 
lighter-than-air aero-vehicles has been under debate, the ploncer- 
ing in recent years having been. left exclusively to Germany. 
Coming after a long series of magnificent achievements in regular 
mail and passenger service across the South Atlantic for two 
years past without a single mishap, this new accomplishment set- 
tles the question of a regular zeppelin mail and passenger service 
across the North Atlantic and‘ indisputably vindicates the con- 
. vietions of Count von Zeppelin.

doubt that Mr. Laszlo Schwartz 
talked o lot of good sense in his 
address to the University Arts As- 
sociation, His suggestion of an 
Annual Art Festival is one that 
ought not to be allowed to drop.

Thero are 
others tho say 'Whint is the use 
of informing God of ny needs which 
He knows already?” Others, 
again, convinced that the universe 
is, based on immutable laws, suy 
that it is impossible to interfere 
with them; and there ure those who 
have given up praying, because 
“their prayers are never onswer- 
ed.” 

Every one of these objections 
reats on a anisvonception ‘of what 
prayer roully is, and of its- object. 
Ninety-nino out of every hundred 
think that prayer moana asking 
God for somothing. ‘Thoro is, or 
courso, a placo for that, but it is 
not tho whole of prayor, nor by any 
tucuns tho most itmportant part of 
it, Prayer is juat convorse with 
God and our one mothod of kooping 
in touch with Him, 

Going To God 

No ono can deny that influonce 
und suggestion play a lurge part in 
our lives, Thoroughly cheerful 
frionds will raise our drooping 
spirits if wo merely go and tulk to 
them for five minutes. Wo don't 
have to ask them for it; y just 
going to see thein we put odfselyes 
pn touch with their cheerfulness. 
Suying our prayers is just going to 
aee God fora few minutes, putting 
ourselves in touch with all the in 
Nucnees of love und beauty and 
truth and courage and goodness 
which flow from tim, 

Just ux sunlight is the sources of 
physical life, so God is the source 
of spiritual health, und it hi simply 
Ww question of putting ourselves be- 
neath His rays.

Humiliation 


HE “saying of the week” was Mr. ‘Ba'dwin’s admission that 
the recent turn of events had left him “bitterly humiliated.” 
On which the most apposite comment’ was" Mr. Winston 
Churchill's “Humiliated. Yes, but by whom?’: Mr. Baldwin has 
always had the faculty of winning for himself th! ‘maximum of 
personal goodwill, but these difficult times have Ved for. clear 
thinking and oonsistent leadership. These gifts he has not had 
The conciliation of opponents. by dropping 
controversial items of-policy,-useful for general elections and. in 
dealing with internal finance, has been proved., disastrous in 
foreign transactions, which Disraeli once called’ “the only real 
politics” Ministers of course will make out a case for them- 
sclves—that their advice has becn good, but has not been follow- 
ed, and so on—but to outside observers it will seem that they 
‘ost their chances of success by wobbling at the wrong moment, 
when the tide was running in their favour. : 
It is quite obvious that all the dreams of war having grown 
out of date have evaporated. The world we.live in is a world 
which is controlled. by facts and the inferences men draw from 
them. The first fact that stares us in the face is that no number 
of agreements will prevent war so long as it holds out a chance 
of advantage, whatever the risks. Second we may. put the fact 
that the risk of nations not directly interested in the dispute 
combining to stop an aggressor are much less than they seemed 
to be, and far less than might have been had there been any 
leadership. The conclusion was drawn a month ago by Herr 
Hitler when he discarded the advice even of his General Staff 
and began te prepare to: tear up the Locarno Treaty. It is one 
of the humiliations that after mecting our statesmen and-tho 
statesmen of France, he gauged the situation better than any 
of his expert advisers. 


The third fact that there ia no possibility of evading is 
that, given the nerve to take the risks, war does pay. It will 
bo impossible in the future to deal with the complicated problems 
of Egypt and the Lavant generally without giving a new defer- 
ence to Italian opinion—which was exactly the result that the 
Duce wanted to secure. He has already, in‘disclaiming any idea of 


[attacking Egypt, stated that he regards Egypt as an independent 


country with which he is on very friendly terms. That sounds 
pacific enough, but when collated with the large Italian colony 
in Egypl and the unsettled constitutiona. status and the extra- 
territorial rights, {t is clear that that point of view portends 
plenty of work for the Egyptian section of the Foreign Office.

Mr. Labrum was born at 
Shaftesbury, Dorset, on Juno 14, 
1887, tho year of Queen Victoria's 
Golden Jubilee, and received his 
early education at the Shaftesbury 
Grammar School. Having served 
his apprenticeship to the printing 
business at Warminster, he joined 
the great firm of Eyre and Spottis- 
woode, the King’s. printers, 
leaving them in 1909 to take the 
post of Asistant Monager of 
Messrs. Kelly and Walsh's print- 
ing works in Singapore. 

In 1913 he was transferred to 
Hong Kong as Manager of their 
local printing works, remaj{nin 
Jwith them until the works .wor 
destroyed by flre-on July 31, 1922. 
He founded the business of “Yo 
Olde Printerie” the following year.

‘While in ----Singapore — -Mr. 
Labrum, who was a keen Volun-

The Modern Robinson ‘Crusoe 
HE papers noticed the 
death of Andrew Swan, 
who was called “the mo- 
dern Robinson Crusoe,” be- 
cause he passed four years on 
a small Pacific island and emerg- 
ed to tell: the tale.

time of adventures he had found 
time to get married, and had a 
daughter, unfortunately blind, 
whom he had gone to sce in New 
Zealand when fatal illness aeized 
him. That particular adventure 
was only one in a wandering 
lifetime with which circumstan- 
ces made me familiar. One 
recalls Mark Twain's letter to 
the newspaper which announced 
his death with a full obituary, 
that the report was “much exaK- 


There is also a story of 
an Englishman of letters who 
thought he would Jike to read his 
own obituaries, and made a sud- 
den disappearance. The first 
notices he read made him 80° 
angry that he returned to life 
without further delay. Swan was 
not only reported dead when he 
was wreeked in the Pacific, but 
some years before when he fell 
off acyardarm off the const of 
Californin, On that occasion he 
swam ashore and as he had run 
away from home ,he was quite 
content to remain for years 
officially dend. He owed his life 
more than once to his muscular 
strength, which would have en- 
nbled him to appear a8 & “strong 
man,” though he never did 80, 
While engaged o8 a seaman on 
the same ship he went to 
a country fair some sixteen 
miles ‘inland in California swith 
two. of his pals, They got into 
a row with tte—people of the. 
place, and- it ended in his two 
friends being completely knocked 
out before the affray was ended. 
Ne picked them up, and with one 
on each shoulder walked back to 
the ship. He occasionally made 
large sums of moncy, chiefly by 
finding some big bits of amber- 
gris, but at no time did he trust 
a Bank. All he had he carried 
in his belt. He had recently 
spent four years in England 
without finding or looking for 
any work, and the whole expense, 
including a passenger fare to 
‘New Zealand, came out of the 
belt without apparently making 
it any Hghter! ; 
Hong Kong was, of course, 
among the places he had visited, 
but he had an impression that 
it looked an expensive sort of 
place, and he preferred to stay 
on board and make’ his observa- 
tlone from a anfe distance.

EADERS have gent many ine & 


teresting queries recently, 
some of which I will answer. here. 

Some correspondents have evi- 
dently snffered considerably when 
playing with partners who are 
afllicted with “Slamitis.” 

The lure of the slam premium 
is no donbt responsible for consi- 
derable losses, and many players 
are powerless to resist it. 

If slum bids are to be develop- 
ed and reached with accuracy 
some ailent partnership language 
is essential. It is extremely dif- 
ficult to uchieve a slam with a 
partner whose idioryncrasies and 
tactics aro unknown to you. I! 
have seen thousands of points 
thrown aay by partners who 
have embarked on these risky ‘ad- 
enturce: 

Weak Openings ae. 

Weak opening bids, and subse: 
quent raises, sre some of the 
many causes of disasters. It is 
doubtful whether slam bids pay 
at all unless you and your partner 
are thoroughly in tune, 

The following figures will indi- 
cate how much a player who ha- 
bitually bids slams gains or loses, 
as compared with anther player 
who is content to make the gamo 
and rubber.
